Three Pleasures are Ad­ 
vanced to Third Read­ 
ing: hy That Body. 


Some Opposition Devel­ 
oped But Strength 
Not Sufficient. 


T hree companion bills which are 
intended to permit more rapid con­ 
struction of state Hind federal high­ 
ways by authorising 
counties 
to 
bond their annual gasoline tax ap ­ 
propriations over a period of ten 
years were advanced to third read­ 
ing In th e senate Wednesday m orn­ 
ing 
Under the provisions of the bills, 
S 
F Nos 198. 199 and 200, cities 
and counties may vote bonds for 
construction work within their bini­ 
ts. 
The am ount of the bond Issue 
however, shall not exceed ten tim es 
the am ount 
allotted 
the

from the gas tax 
apportionm ent. 
T hus 
counties 
may 
pledge 
the 
am ount of their gas tax apportion­ 
m ent for ten years for the retire­ 
m ent of th e bonds 
B itter opposition 
to 
the three 
m easures was presented 
by Sen­ 
ators Banning. Reed. Wilcox and 
McGowan. 
Banning declared th a t 
to pass the bills would place Ne­ 
braska In the same position as Iowa, 
which he said Is bond ridden. "It 
is getting entirely too easy to vote 
bonds,” he said, "and most of the 
people who vote for them are those 
who pay little or no tax.’’ 
R efutation of Senator B anning's 
declaration was made by Senator 
Jeary 
"I don’t believe the passage 
of these bills will bring to N ebras­ 
ka such a situation 
as 
exists 
In 
Iowa. 
T here la a lim ltstion placed 
on the am ount of the bonds. These 
bills WHI make It possible for coun­ 
ties to complete their highway sys­ 
tem now Instead of waiting eight 
or ten years." 
M atch Federal Ald. 
Senator Kryger. one of th e In­ 
troducers of the bills, asserted th a t 
such bonding would enable N ebras­ 
ka counties to make use of the 
federal aid now offered 
Even with 
a four cent ga* tax, he said, the 
state will be unable to m eet tile 
am ount of the federal apportion­ 
m ent. 
For every’ dollar's worth of 
bonds issued by a county, a sim ilar 
am ount will be expended 
within 
th a t county from federal ald he de­ 
clared. 
The question

Issuing bonds 
fumy be submitted to a vote of the 
people when ten per cent of the 
qualified voters petition such action. 
If the am ount of the ga* tax ap ­ 
portionm ent should not be suffic­ 
ient to retire the bonds, the county 
treasurer is authorised

difference 
between

am ount of the gas tax apportion­ 
m ent and the am ount of the bonds, j 
W hen a county has voted bonds, 
the proceeds will be rem itted to the 
state treasurer, who will credit that 
am ount to the county. 
The funds 
will then be used by the departm ent 
of public works in conjunction with 
state and federal funds allotted the 
county for the construction of high­ 
ways. 
Any unexpended allotm ent 
from the ga* tax apportionm ent will 
be returned to the county. 
In his attack upon the bills. Sen­ 
ato r Reed declared, "the state has 
gotten along very well with Its pres­ 
en t road system and there Is no ne­ 
cessity of perm itting counties to 
vote bonds. It is not necessary for us 
to always want the better things. 
We should be satisfied with what 
we hawe.” 
Senator Griswold explained th a t 
under the present laws of the state. 
counties could vote bonds for such 
road construction. 
“The feature of 
these new measures." he declared, 
“wrlll enable the counties to get most 
of their money back from their gas 
tax apportionm ent."

voting of bonds was not m andatory,

am aah lng defeat of the proposal to substitute a city 
manager for the commission form of government In 
Lincoln than the deep seated and widespread distrust 
of "governmental experts." 
TTiere Is the civil administrative code system in 
state affairs to thank for that sentiment, whether it 
be well founded or not. Some of those most active in 
the campaign for a city manager were likewise most 
enthusiastic In their sponsorship of the code. 
They 
insisted that the code put business methods in the 
handling of state affairs. But the taxpayers, who pay 
the bills, discovered after a few years that the code 
opened the spigot on spending and created a huge 
burden of taxation. 
They said the code would place 
experts at the head of each department of state ac­ 
tivity, because a salary sufficient to attract the best 
talent would be paid, but the taxpayers discovered 
to their sorrow that some of the men who had been 
glad to work for 12 500 a year were merely advanced 
to secretaryships under the code at an increase of IOO 
par cent in compensation 
Yes, the term "expert" as it relates to government 
lacks the lustre and magic which it formerly had be­ 
fore ex-Oovernor Samuel R McKelvie installed the 
code system in Nebraska, There is only pne mandate 
in Tuesday s election. 
The people of Lincoln, who 
foot the bills of city government, want a sane, eco­ 
nomical administration of affairs 
They are not buy­ 
ing frills these days 
They are willing to spend when 
convinced of the wisdom of such a course but they 
want to keep a close restraining hand upon those 
who manage their affairs 
a a * 


The campaign over the city manager proposal was 
largely educational 
It is doubtful if those who advo­ 
cated the change had any hope of its passage at this 
time 
They were merely sowing the ground for the 
future and unquestionably the issue will be present­ 
ed again 


If that is the case, then the experience of this 
campaign should prove valuable 
The carelessness 
with which the amendment aas drawn was responsi­ 
ble in no small measure for the lop-sided majority of 
7 to I cast against it. There was no reason why oppo­ 
sition should have been invited because the amend­ 
ment abolished the primary feature of city elections, 
no reason why doubt should have been inspired as to 
the authority conferred upon the manager and the 
majority of the council in the sale of city property, 
no reaeon why there ahould be nany misunderstand­ 
ing as to the duties and responsibilities of the m an­ 
ager, the purchasing agent and the individual mem­ 
bers of the council. 
In the form which it was submitted there could be 
no real test vote on the manager plan as opposed to 
the commission form of government. There were too 
many other factors entering in -matters of vital con­ 
cern and interest to the people of this city. 
Under 
the circumstances it was inevitable that the amend­ 
ment would be defeated and the Rise of the vote 
against it as contrasted with the ballots for it should 
occasion no surprise. Likewise, every' campaign, which 
ignores elemental considerations of prime concern to 
every man and woman who owns property in the city 
of Lincoln will fail. Before the people of this commu­ 
nity abandon a form of city 
government, 
which in 
spite of all of its shortcomings, has proved fairly satis­ 
factory and which certainly has established an envi­ 
able record in finance, they want definite and con­ 
crete information of the operation of the manager 
plan in other cities. 
• 
• • 


It was impossible to secure a satisfactory showing as 
to whether the manager plan in the cities which have 
it has decreased or increased taxes. 
The persistence which its advocates revealed in 
fighting clear of this mooted question aroused sus­ 
picion that the manager plan would increase taxes 
materially 
We dare say that if the group which 
sponsored the amendment had been able to show a 
marked decrease in city spending, an entirely differ­ 
ent result mould have been reported from the ballot­ 
ing Tuesday. 
In these last fifteen years, it should be remembered. 
we have made notable progress in Lincoln. 
No city 
in the Central West has advanced more rapidly 
have developed a beautiful city of fine homes, with 
a magnificent system of public education .an attrac­ 
tive, substantial business section. 
We have accom­ 
plished all of this without plunging its citizens into 
a heavy bonded indebtedness 
We shall continue to 
move forward, thanks to the fine, civic spirit of its 
citizenship, and their intelligent outlook upon life 


ent status.

their independence 
Are these statements and prom­ 
ises now to be repudiated? 
Are we to say to the 
Filipinos that we want them merely because of their 
advantageous situation and that while holding them 


I for our own good we propose to make all the money 
possible out of them, regardless of how such course 
may affect their material welfare? 
To do these things would be to belie all our former 
protestations. 
It can be truthfully said that we are 
under greater obligation to the people of these is­ 
lands than to immigrants who have come to our 
1 shores, for the former are 
under 
our 
dominion 


J through no choice upon their pert, while the immi- 
! grant Is here of his own free will. 
Having assumed 
a responsibility, good faith requires that we live up to 
It. 


PLAYING FAIR WITH THE FILIPINOS. 
If. the United States proposes to retain its insular 
possession; lf the intention of the people of this 
country is to maintain the colonial system which they 
•et up following the war with Spain, they must take 
the bitter with the sweet. They can no more eat their 
cake and et the same time save it in a case of this 
kind, than they can in any other. 
In 1898 they de­ 
liberately "took up the white man’s burden" and they 
must expect to carry it until they properly dispose of 
it; they cannot cast it aside 
and at the same time 
keep it

Tile state senate Tuesday gave its approval to a 
measure which would authorize the state sheriff to 
appoint a number of deputies to enforce traffic laws 
on the public highways. 
The measure, itself, can accomplish little since it 
does not provide funds to carry out its purpose. They 
must be supplied in the general appropriation bill 
which will come later* 
It will, however, if enacted, place a law on the 
books binding the state to the idea of a broader 
scheme of law enforcement by the state authorities 
It will be a step toward the usurpation of local au­ 
thority by the state 
The bill is typical of the subterfuge which has laid 
the foundation for the establishment of centralized 
government throughout the history of both the state 
and nation. 
Once the endorsement is given and the 
nucleus is planted in fertile soil it invariably grows. 
That is not the best kind of legislation. 
If the state of Nebraska firmly believes that a stat*1 
police system is necessary to the best law enforcement 
the question should be put squarely. 
If the plan is 
not approved, time and money will be saved. 
If it 
is approved, the state can go ahead with a strong 
and vigorous plan of enforcement that will bring re­ 
sults. 
Such a method of legislation as is witnessed in the 
attempt to secure the enactment of Senator Patton's 
bill is the cause of weak and unsatisfactory govern­ 
ment. 
The bill would place on the statutes a law', the en­ 
forcement of which w'ould vary with the temperaments 
of future legislatures. 
Re I usa I to appropriate neces­ 
sary funds would amount to its virtual nullification. 
A generous appropriation 
might easily establish a 
state system of policing without limit or restriction. 
The provisions of the bill arc broad and general. 
giving the state sheriff, an appointee of the governor, 
authority to name as many deputies as he wishes 
and to fix their salaries. 
Although the spirit of the 
law would seem to confine them to the enforcement 
of highway regulations, the mere fact that they are 
defined as deputy state sheriffs would in reality au­ 
thorize them to go the limit in the enforcement of 
all state laws. 
If the legislature wishes to endorse the state police 
system it should put some backbone and vigor into 
that endorsement and not enter through the back 
door.

solution at least twice daily, and to 
keen them constantly covered until 
they are healed.

LINCOLN, Neb., Feb. 26. 
To the editor 
of 
The Lincoln 
Star. 
Kindly permit one who has 
resided within the state since 1869 
to express his sincere disappoint­ 
ment in the 
appearance of 
the 
photographic copies revealing the 
likeness of "The Sower" that is to 
adorn the crowning pinacle of our 
state house. 
At the outset of this article we 
wish to admit that we are wholly 
ignorant 
as 
to the specification 
which 
the architect's plans called 
for or the personnel of the legis­ 
lative committee which looked af-, 
ter the letting of this portion of 
the contracts, 
or even 
know by 
name the artist who carried to com­ 
pletion the design from which it 
was created 
Under such admis­ 
sion we feel that we should not 
be 
charged with 
possessing 
per­ 
sonal prejudice against any or all 
who were in any manner connected 
with the creation or selection of 
the design, which is expected to 
soon arrive in our city for its erec­ 
tion. 
We trust we are not more criti­ 
cal in our views than any other 
public-spirited citizen who has re­ 
sided in our state for such a period 
as to become thoroughly attached 
to it* soil; so long in fact that we 
are free to admit that no other 
portion of our

life's experiences, of marriage, the 
birth, and education of one s chil­ 
dren, and their growth to manhood 
and womanhood, and their estab­ 
lishment of individual homes, en­ 
dears our state to one's personality, 
which Is to be hoped will remain 
unUoken while life lasts.

stead. and this w-as utilized but one 
season, the efficiency

sowtng being superior. 
This work 
was done by the local homesteader, 
and there was a remarkable uni­ 
formity in its mode of procedure 
that was 
recognized by 
all. and 
from which there was little varia­ 
tion. 
In 
broadcasting 
spring 
wheat, 
one and one-half bushels of wheat 
was commonly sown to tile acre. 
For the convenience of lessening 
the weight earned by the sower, if 
the field was one half mile long, 
there 
would 
be supplies of seed 
wheat distributed at either end. and 
in the center of the field. 
If the 
field was but eighty rods, then the 
supply w-a* only at either end. The 
sowing sack was 
invariably 
the 
usual 42-inch canvas bag, used and 
it was prepared for sowing by tying 
the strings at the mouth of the bag 
around one corner of the bottom of 
the bag. in which corner was a 
small handful of wheat, which pre­ 
vented the bag when loaded from 
.'lipping loose. 
In 
this 
bag 
was 
placed three-fourths bushel of seed. 
which was sufficient to sow across 
the smaller field, or half the length 
of the longer. 
Its circular 
form, 
made by the method of tying, en­ 
abled it to be slung over the left 
shoulder in regalia 
fashion, 
and 
permitted the 
hang open at 
the bulk of the seed beneath the 
left arm, where the gravity would 
cause 
it 
to descend as the load 
grew lighter from sowing; the left 
arm controlling its supply in the 
mouth of by by pressure, while that 
hand held the mouth of the bag 
open, in which was thrust the right 
hand which scattered the seed up­ 
on the waiting seed bed at each 
step of the right foot 
The rhythm of broadcasting, the 
position of the sower, and the mode 
which the figure 
holds 
the seed 
hand, are at variance with that of 
all farmers of this period. The right 
hand was thrust into the bag. while 
the left toes were 
still 
on 
the 
ground, and the measurement of 
grain was made which he gathered 
was carefully estimated, the hand 
being held spoon shape. 
This was 
done while the left foot was swung 
forward, and the sower's hand filled 
with seed was withdrawn from the 
sack, and swung backward as the 
left foot was planted firmly, and 
as the right foot w-as raised, the 
right hand swung forward at the 
same 
Hme, 
scattering 
the 
seed 
through the fingers, opened sieve- 
fashion. and thrown forward over 
the thumb and forefinger, with the 
palm still held spoon-fashioned, and 
never with the palm extended as 
in the figure, as this wou’d have 
poured the seed thickly in a semi­ 
circular train, and not evenly cast. 
In 
such 
a manner the sower 
would evenly seed the ground four 
and one-half feet at his right, and 
twelve feet to his left, making a 
swath one rod wide of seeded grain, 
across the field. 
Tile length of his 
steps and the size of his handful 
of seed cast governed the amount 
of seed sown per acre.
